THE CANAL REPORT.

The report of the Ship Canal Commission
was prescuted to the Legislature yesterday.
A full summary of it appearselsewhere. No
public document has ever dealt with topics
of more vital magoitude to the business in-
terests of Pittsburg,or given so thorough and
conclusive treatment of them, The subjeet
deals with an improvement of our transpor-
tation system that will make Western Penn-
sylvania the manulacturing center of the
world; fix our supremsecy in the iron and
coal trade bevond question; and bring the
wills and foel of our seetion so much nearer
the ores of Lake Superior and the markets
of the Northwest as is representad by bring-
iug lake navigation to Pittsburg. A report
which demonstrates the practicability of
doing this by means of a ship ecanal from
Lake Erie to the Davis Island dam; which
shows how it is to be done in an engineering
sense; what the cost of doing it will be; and
what it will accomplish in the line of trans-
portation, is the gospel of an enterprise
which opens up greater possibilities for the
distriet concerned than are within our com-
vutation,

When the early investigations of the com-
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EESERVOIRS FOR FLOODS,

At the first great flood in the experience
of this geseration, that of 1854, people were
=0 astonished that they hardly thought of
preventive measures,. They looked upon it
merely oy » disastroos phenomenon; but the
recent repetition on a smallar scale has set
evervbodr thinking, and it is potsurpris-
ing that some of those who think hastlly do
not grasp ut first the most competent ideas
which are advanced by scientific experts,

The problem of prevesting foods by
reservoirs at the headwsaters of the different
streams was fully snd capably discussed in
this paper, during the winter, by an en-
gineer who had made a practical etudy of
the subjeet. This contributor, answering
the eriticism of a cotemporary, throws fur-
ther new and valuable light on the subject
thit worning. He shows by figures which
aprroximste sufficiently close to the actual
conditions to be aceeptable, that the exces
sive flow of water this week could be amply
provided for by such reservoirs. But what
it more convioeing than any theors, he
painte to such reservoirs for exactly such a
purpese as having been already construcjed
at the headwaters of the Mississippi on a
scale several times larger than would be re-
quired to wvrevest incommodiag floods in
tie Allegheny., He shows furtber that the
reseryolraeviee is pot ouly successtul in
preveoting Soods, but that it usefnlly in-
creases for transporistion purposes al other
times the stapge of water in the river, and
that its whole cost is less than the damage
which was done in these oities alone by the
overflowing waters during the past week.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL SCHEME,

Senatar Vest, vwesterday, opposed the
Nicaragus Canal bill vigorously on the
ground it would abrogate the Clayion.
Pulwer treaty. This ohjection was met, in
advance, by the committes which reported
the Bill by the contention that Eagland
hns already abrogated that treaty. This
fuestion may be important in the abstruet,
Lat 1he real question upon the bill over-
shndows diplomatic consideration. The
Uanited Stutes Government cannot afford to
offer (2t picking to sn inside contracting
cowpany in & way that weuld probably com-
pel it to pay the actual total cost of
the canal, which would still be
owned by the private corporation. And it
has far more importan: work to do within its
territorv. The improvement ol ounr
nutoral waterways to make them, at once,
navizuble and their surplos waters manage-
uble, is an object worthy the Government’s
best endeavors, The sunual losses by floods
are euormous, amountiog to pore than the
total traflic by way of the Niearapua Canal
if it was open. Then there is the vast inter-
State traffic to be served. The lake com-
merck aggregules a greater tonnage than the
trapseAtlantic. This wants outlet and con-
pection, by canals, with the navigable rivers
which pevstrate every region of our wide
domain between the Alleghenies and the
Bocky Moustains. First let ux have in-

THE TRIBUTE TO SHERMAN,

Noiwithstanding the inconvenience of the
bour and the short time allowed, when
the remains of Gegeral Sherman passed
throogh the ecity yesterday, there was
a most appropriate manifeststion of the
public bhomor snd respect. The same
statement can indeed be made of the entire
demounstiration throughout the State. The
spectacle of the passage of a funeral cortege
without steppage, vet accompsanied by the
spontanecus wssemblage of the wourning
comrades o! thedead General offering their
sileut homage, was sffecting and impressive
prool of the esicem in which he was held,

The arrancements, which prevented more
elaborate and prolonged public mourning,
were in sccordance with the wishes and
directions of General Sherman, expressed
lefore his deuth., Wheller where the
‘ame of the dead man was a national pride,
und his devth 2 national loss, there was not
a public claim for opportunities to pay
wore adequate homage, may be an open
question. Dut it is satisfuctory that while
General Sherman's wishes were fully re-
speoted, the public atfection for the dead

mi had shown the engineering practi-
cability of the canal and the ample supply
ol water for its higher levels, THE Dis.
PATCH said that, in view of the manifest
services such & water route would perform
for our industrial icterests, the one point left
to be determined wasits cost. The commission
bas mnot peglected the fullest statement of
all the other factors; but its full estimate of
the cost of construction furnishes the
authoritative statement that makes up the
whole ecase, In round numbers, the canal
ean be built from Davis Island dam to Con-
neant harbor for §26,000,000; to Erie for
§30,000,000, These look large sums, but o
little thought will show they are small
in comparison with the object to beat-
tained. For instance, when we find that
the total railway capitalization employed on
the lines between Western Pennsylvania
and tbe lake ports is over $60,000,000 it may
appear that the expenditure of half that
sum fto secure & route which wounld
carry the fundamental traffic more
sdequately and reduce the cost 50 per oent,
even if the capital had to be remunerated,
presents decided attractions, Such a route
would not besubject to discriminations; no
combination of carriers on the canals would
send the industry of a distriet into suspen.
sion because they would earry freight as
cheaply for that districtas they were glad
todo forother sections;and the expansion
of business by reason of the cheapness of
freignts wou!d advance the prosperity of all
sections.

‘With regard to ths estimates of the traffic
availuble for the eanal the only ecriticism
which ean be made upon the figures of the
ecommission is that they are within the facts,
Its figures on the iron traffic are drawn from
the reports of 1880—which were doubtless
the latest accessible when that part of the
report was drawn up—but the statistics for
18%0) show an incresse in the volume of this
department slone of over ten per cent
Some days ago THE DISPATCH referred to
calculations from the basis of this report fix-
ing the total railway traffie furnished to the
railways by the iron and steel industries of
Western Penosylvania and the Mahoning
Valleyr in the vicinity of 11,000,000
tons. This does mnot take iato me-
count the coal shipwenis of Western
Peousylvania which are over 18,000,000 tons
more, or the movements of lumber, brick
and miscellaneous freight. A recent census
balletin shows the movement of lake freight
at the four ports of Cleveland, Fairport,
Ashtabula and Erie for the yvear ending
June 30 last to have been 8500,000 tons
‘With these enormous totals of traffic already
transacted by an expensive railway haul be-
tween this eity and the lakes, it is & con-
servative estimate to say that s water route
which wonld cheapen charges om ore, iron
and coal by 50 per cent wonld command
7,500,000 toos of freight annually as soon
as it could be gotton into iull operation.

The figures of Mr. Goodwin show that &
vessel earrying ore from Lake Superior with
a return trip of coal would only have to
charge from 10 to 18 cents more per ton for
coming to Pittsburg to earn the profit now
obtained by stopping at the lake ports.
Fix that eharge at 20 cents; and suppose
tolls to be charged of 30 cents per ton. On
the initial total this would yield §2,250,000,
or enough to pay 4 per cent interest on theex-
treme cost and. yield §1,050,00¢ annually for
mzintainance and extinction of debt. But
railway statistics bave demonstrated beyond
dispute that lowering freight charges one-
half will increase the volume of business
four times. BSo that we are entitled
to expcet that even if the BState or
nation, or both combined, should issue
bonds for the construction of the eanal and
make the traffic pay charges which would
only yield the interest at the start, a very
few years would bring a growth of traffic
that wonld extinguish the debt by the ma-
turity of & 25-vear bond.

The majority of the commission, lecking
at the project purely in an enginesring
light, report in favor of the line to Conneaut
harbor, asthe shortest and less costly route.
Mr. Brewer, as the representative of Erie,
concedes this point, but submits an argu-
meat in favor of the advaotages of Erie,
even at the extra cost. We confess to find-
ing considerable foree in his argument. The
value of s lake terminus which presents g
large and thoroughly protected barbor is
not to be overlooked. Whether that ad-
vaniage is grest enough fo overcome nearly
$4.000,000 of extracost is & question for
thorough discussiog, but we do not take the
report as conclusively and finally putting
Erie out of the canal enterprise.

Every citizen who has the interests and
future growth of these cities and of the in-
dustries of all Western Pennsylvania at
heart, is invited to read the report and judge
for himself,

CLEVELAND'S CANDIDACY.

There bhave been periodical reports that
Grover Cleveland would not be a candidate
for the Democratic Presidental nomiuoation
in 1892, The Iatest one seems to have as
much foundation s former ones had. These
reports may prove true, they may prove
false. Mr. Cleveland is a candidate for the
place ouly isssmuch as he is prominently
mentioned ss an avsilable man. He has
not, apparenily, taken any measures
to secure the nominstian, but has merely re-
mained passive. His candidacy depends,
pot on Mr, Cleveland's wishes, but upon the
conditious which may prevail in 1892 and
the wishes of the Democratio party at that
time, The recent letter against the [fres
coinage of silver indicates that Cleveland
would rather be right than to be President
and gives him s standing for good sense.
The same good sense probably teaches him
that present conditions may not prevail in
'g2 and that hopes not cherished are easiest
lorgotten,

THE TUNNEL HURROR.
The colilsion in the railway tuamel, in

New York City, leading to the Grand

Central depot, was one of the events of
yesterday, The rapid succession of such
calamities goes far to justify the opinion
that they are caussd by & growing careless-
ness of human life in the operations of
transportation and industry.

Whatever may be thought of the preced-
ing casualties, there is little doubt that the
one of yesterdsy was caused by gross negli-
gence. The tunnel where it occurred is one
throngh which an immense traffic is con-
stantly passiog, and it was sppareut to any-
one that any departure from a thorongh
system of precautions must cause disaster.
The means of keeping the passage of trains
through the tunpel unoder thorough control
are a part of the sclence of railroading. It
is 8 manifest conclusion that such a calamity
as that of yesterday could not occur except
from & grave defect in the sysiem or gross
disobedience of orders.

The responsibility for sueh an aecident on
one of the chief srteries of travel into New
York City should be rigidly investigated.
We hardly need say that the same counrse
should be taken concerning the recent river
aond mining disasters. There should be ne
pecessity for the present sacrifice of human
life in the prosecution of modern industrial
operations.

A GEEAT THEORY DEMOLISHED,

The explanation of the Shakespeare
cipher from Mr. Ignatius Doonelly, which
he claimed to demonstrate the Baconian au-
thorship of Shaxespeare’s dramas, simply
provided a method by which almost any
story that a decipherer might wish could be
rroduced, Every one perocived the im-
mense industry and ingenuity displayed in
Mr. Donnelly’s construction of a theoretic
ciphber, which could be made {0 disclose any
given assertion; but few people cared to
emulsate that devotion of labor to the chop-
ping of imaginary chaff. One such person,
bowever, has arisen to give the finishing
blow to Mr. Doonelly’s discovery. A
clergyman of the Church of England, Rev.
Dr. Nicholson, evidently with the large mup-
ply of cultured leisure, has produced some
other remarkable statements, by applying
the cipher method to the folio of 1623,

For instance, in support of his assertion
ihat the Donnelly method ‘‘can be used to
demonstrate almost any statement of facts,”
the new cipherer refers to sn ecclesisstical
lawsuit which occurred long after both
Shakespeare and Bacon were dead, inwhich
the case of Bishop King had been sent to
the Archbishop of Canterbury by =
writ of mandamus, By the cipher method
he diseounts the wonderful discovery of the
Buaconian cipher, and gives that remarkable
edition the gift of prophecy to the following
effect: “‘Bishop Kiog doth peril the loss of
his see. They stick not to send back the
eause by writ to the Archbishop. The judg-
ment of His Grace is not certain,”

The idea that Bacon embalmed in a cipher
certain secrets which were too grave to ever
be koown, and therefore preserved the
means for publishing in priot that which
should not be published is like a play that
was on the boards a few years sgo for the
exploitation of canine and leonine training
on the stage. In this play certain Nihilists
had got up & conspiracy, and the documents
necessary at once to prove the existence of
the plot and to carry out its mysterious in-
tents were deposited for sale keeping in a
bundle tied to the neck of a lion which was
kept under the grand staircase of the Czar's
winter palsce, where, as every well-informed
person knows, that potentate maintains a
large and select menagerie. How the con-
spirators tied the papers to the neck of the
lion, what good they were doing there, or
how they proposed to get them off, were not
points which the drama undertook to ex-
plain, so long as the opportunity was given
for the hero of the play to enter the den and
take the docnments off from the spiritless
old lion who represented the king of beasts
in the place.

Why Bacon should epend laborious nights
in working into certain plays statements he
did not wish known; what purpose he could
subserve by this method of publishing facts
that he would not have published for the
world—which publication would convey no
information to anyone—was equally unim-
portant, so that it was reseryed for Mr.
Donnelly to decipher these remarkable
tales Bat the logic of the discovery is
brought to a standstill by the further dis-
covery that the root numbers of Mr. Don-
nelly work out the following statement:
“Master William Shakespeare writ this
play and was engaged at the curtain.”
Again, by the interlocking system emphatic-
ally indorsed by Mr. Donnelly, we find that
*“Will Bhakespeare, son of John, gave a
tragic volume to the stage which hath won
praise from greatest noble and dullest peas
ant, rendering him remembered in all
ume-ib

The explanation at once of Mr. Donnelly’s
Baconian narrative, and the prophetic snd
contradictory siatemenis dug out by the
same methods, is furnished by Dr. Nichol-
son. The mathematical chances of getting
any desired statement out of the folio of
1623 by Mr. Donnelly’s methods are as
3,809,000 to 1. 'With this fact, we can dis
miss Mr. Donnelly to his Jatest occupation
ss & Farmers’ Alliance candidate for the
Presidency.

THE OIL PRODUCERS' SITTUATION.

Iu view of the adverse intimations given
out from the start no very profound surprise
has been created by the negative vote of the
Corporation Commitiee upon the Burdick
bill. Mr. Lee, who represented the oil pro-
ducers, recognised early that the spirit of
the committee was antagonistic. Its refusal
to hear the advocates of the bill in rebuttal
of Mr. Archbold’s speech on Thursday no
doubt prepared the producers for the nega-
tive recommendation which followed.

The Judiciary Comuittee, however, to
which the meabure wus referred by the Sen-
ate, has still to be hesrd from, so that there
is yet some chance in that direction. Even
if both bodies are of the temper that is so
easily couvinced by the eloquence of the
Standard representatives, the whole subject
can nevertheless be brought up and ecarried
to a direct vote in both Senate and House,
where every member can go upon record.

That there are honest differences of opin-
ion upon some of the details of the bill is
quite evident; but these furnish no warrant
for rejecting wholly the oil producers’ ap.
peal for relief from charges both for pipesge
and storage which they have fairly demon.
strated to be severely oppressive Lo the in-
dustry, and beyond any reasonable limit of
returos upon eapital invested.

THE LONDON GAMBLING CASE.

The inside facts of the Gordun-Comming
card scandal, as given in THE DispaTOoR
this morning, show the baronet up inne
very enviable light, while the other parties
to the affair appear to deserve every one of
the thrusts aimed st them by the American
press in the last few days. The English
prpers, of course, did not dare do more than
hint at the matter in the most puarded fash-
jon, but in this country, where wehave no
very exagrerated respect for nobility to de-
ter us, the afinir was -pretty thoroughly
ventilated, considering the amouat of infor-
mation at hand,

To-day, howsver, the story Is published |

in full for the first time, and containg as
pointed & lesson on the evils of gambling as
has appeared in many a long day. Here is
Sir William Gordon-Cumming, Bart.,
Lientenant Colonel of the Seots Guards,
diggraced for life on account of a few sover-
eigns, and the Prince of Wales and other
persons high in British society held up to
view as spies on the doings of the sus-
pected man. Probably the actions of  the
people who watched the baronet were
proper under the circumstances, but if
they bad mot been every whit as preat
gamblers as was Bir William, they would
not bave needed to watech him. In other
words, if they had not played with him be-
fore the cheating and won his monny, he
would not have been under the necessity of
juggling with the stakes on that September
night,

‘Wedo not defend the accused man, but
only wish to point out that those who
gamble sud win are at least partly responsi.
ble for cheating when their vietims resort
to it,

OUR MAIL POUCH.

How Floods Could be Averted-—A Reser-
voir System Feasible and Cheap.
To the Editor of The Dispatch:

A most remarkable editorial appeared inan
afternoon paper of Thursdsy last. It at-
tempted to criticise THE THSPATCH artieles in
favor of headwater reservoirs. We will quote
as follows:

What queer Idens some peopie have when they
eame across something unusual

The flood has given rise tomany strange notions:

pecisily the ne s scem Lo be afflicted In
thisregard.

The stupendous quantities of water, laxing the
ordinary resources of arithmetic to express, that
hiave passed through or over Davis Island dam,
say since Sonday last, aresuch as to be beyond
ibe power of mortal man to control. A body ol
water. enough to fill Lake Krie, can neither be
stored st besdquarters, nor/shut in atany singie
point. Thenarrowing of the river's cross-section
may retard the tidal wave somewhat, may make
1L lsst & fow hours longer, but that ls about all.

These grotesquely err stat ts tend
to delay » project, the exacution of which
would benefit our city and people more than
any other one thing.

The impression is conveyed that a reservoir
the capacity of Lake Erle wouald have been in-
sufficient to control the waters of the recent
flood in the Allegheny. Lake Erie is 0,600
square miles in ares, and an average of 200 toek
deep, and contains 363 7.11 cubic miles of water,
and is, therefore, sufficient to contain ths en-
tire outflow of the Mississippi for over two

The crest of thes flood wave was 36 hoursin
passing, flowed with an average velocity of
séven niles per hour, and discharzed through
an opening less than 750 feet in clear midth—
say one.seventh of mile.

e extrems height of the crest of the wave
was 0 feet and the average height 8 feet abova
danger line, Therefore the flood-producing
waler was a ¥ 3627=352 miles long, 6 teet
desp and one-seventh of a mile in width, This
body of water therafore would have been re-
tained by & reservoir 58 square miles in area, §
foet; or by a reservoir § squars miles in area,
24 feet deep.

Ir Jm: in Lake Erie it would occupy about
1110 square miles, or L8727 t of the lake’s
surface. The writer’s error is thus shown to
be only STL7I7 per cent. Again, the entire
ficod can be similarly shown to bave been suf-
ficient tofill a resorvoir 120 square miles in
Brea and 20 feet deep, and If placed in Lake
Erie wonld occupy just 12_miles of that lake's
area. If the critic of what appeared inTHE
IDISPATOH meant to say that the entire flooq
wasequsl to the volume of Lake Erie ho Is
only §0,000 per cent in error. It has been shown
that the flood-producing water conld have been
confained in & resarvoir § squase miles in area
and 24 feet deep, or a little over 000,000,000
cahic feet In capacity.

The reservoirs at the headwaters of the
Mi:sissippl, projected and completed, are of
91,750,000,000 cubic feet rapacity, and their es-
timated onstis only $575600—very much less
than this flood cost Piztsburg. A reservoir or
system of reservoirs one-tenth that capaecity
would be ample to protact us from floods, The
Mississippi reservoirs are now in successiul
operation, with most beneficial effect on navi-

tion and upen flood conditions, They give

t. Paul an additional 18 inches of water for 100
days of the dry season, and a practical Im-
mupity from ovarflow.

Perhaps it is the piteh of
the childlah voice that Polly likes—butI have
known it happen time and again that a parrot
who would pot listen to & grown-up tutor will-
ingly picked up whatever it heard the children
say. Then parrets have thelr personal likes
and disiikes, and take more kiundly to some
people than others for no reason that human
eye can see. For example, most of the parrots,
cockatoos and macaws in this store are given
to biting anyone who puts his finger within
their reach. But Mr. Wilson, of the Saventh
Avenue Hotel, can bandle any bird here with
perfecs salety—all the parrots seem to have a
kindly feeling for him Nobody can teach a
parrot so well as Mrs T—, of this city; in all
my experience 1 neversaw ber equal, but I
eannot tell you exactly in what her power over
birds consists. You will find, too, that when
once a parrot has started to talk it acquires
new words very quickly. The difficulty lies in
the first word or two; after that has been over-
come & parrot will catch everything it hears,
and more sometimes than is desirable,”

“The troubls about the average comedy role
in comie opera is that the lines assigned to it
are usually the saddest and most solemn of all
in the piece, and the character itself is not de.
foned by the author beyond the cost ume," sald
Digby Belle, the' comedian, yesterday. “The
comedian {s worse off than the other princi
pals, for they have their songs, which may be
musical gems, even if the libretto s the baldest
rubbish., So, as a general thing, .1 rather
dread bhaving to take a new character
in comic opera, becanse I know that I shall
bave to invent a character, put expression into
dead lines, and run the gauntlet of the critics
with a string of local ‘gags’ at svery town we
play in.
